MARCONI WIRELESS TELEGRAPH 


TAXATION POSITION IN REGARD TO 
1920 BONUS. 

In reference to the return required by the 
income tax authorities in regard to the nus 
paid in July, 1920, by Marconi’s Wireless Tele- 
graph Company, “ without deduction of income 
tax,” shareholders are notified that the com- 
pany is advised that it is not under any liability 
to pay income tax on such bonus. In this 
view, after a great delay, the authorities 
appear to concur. It is pointed out that the 
question now raised of the liability of a share- 
holder to pay tax on the bonus is not one 
which technically concerns the company, nor 
can the company’s funds be lawfully expended 
in contesti the point. Thus the expense 
of contesting liability falls upon such share- 
holders as are affected. 

As any attempt to secure 
of even a majority of such shareho 
such a purpose would involve work and ex 
which no individual shareholder woul 
likely to undertake, the directors have agreed 
amongs themselves ‘to find the necessary funds 
to contest the question before the Special Com- 
missioners, and will imvite the authorities to 
assess a particular shareholder as a test case. 
Meanwhile the authorities are to be asked not 
to preceed with any other assessments. 


AN ATTRACTIVE BANK SHARE. 
In the recent demand for Overseas bank 
shares, those of the National Bank of New 
Zealand appear to have been overlooked. It 
may be, however, that it is exceedingly difficult 
to acquire them (says Truth), for the institu- 
tion is affiliated to Lloyds ank, which owns 
a majority interest in the share capital. The
